Whereasthe forest products industry contributeseatimated $215 million in state and local
taxes;and

WhereasWisconsin'sforest products industry accounts for 13.2 percent of manufacturing
jobs,is the number one employer in 23 counties, and for every 10 forest industry jobs supports the
existenceof an additional 23 in other sectors of the sta¢g'onomy; and

Whereasthe products of V8consins pulp, papelumber and wood manufacturing industries
areworth morethan $17.8 billion annuallyncluding more than $14.4 billion in pulp and paper
productsand more than $3.3 billion in lumber and wood products; and

WhereasWisconsins papermakers employ more than 31,000 men and women, earning more
than $2.4 billion in family—supporting salaries;i¥¢onsins 18,400 lumber and wood products
employeesarn more than $732 million; the stat8;280 forestry and logging workers earn more
than $34.6 million; the printing industries of Wconsin employ more than 28,700 employees
earningmore than $309.2 million; and

Whereaspapermaking began it848, three months beforeistlonsin became a state, and
papermanufacturing has been a cornerstone of the setenomy for more than 165 years, and in
fact Wisconsin has led the nation in paper manufacturing for more than 60 years; and

Whereas\Wisconsin produces a greater diversity of paper productsthaather state in the
four main categories of packaging, communication (printing and writiirggie, and specialty
gradesand

Whereas\Wisconsin'slumber and wood products industry predates the state, leads the nation
in millwork production, and is third nationally in hardwood veneer output; and

Whereas, the industiyyproducts are societal staples that include lumber and wood material
for homes as well as other residential, commercial, industrial, municipal, and agricultural buildings,
plus essentials and amenities including cabinets, furniture and fixtures, windows, pallets and
shippingmaterials, posts and poles, fuel wood, and biomass fayyeaed other purposes, as well
